Washington, April t8.— At 9:14 Sat- 
urday night, after 37 speeches had been 
made, the aeuste, by a vote of 67 to 21, 
adopted reaolutlons for Intervention 
and the recognition of the Cuban re- 
public. They are aa follows: 

Resolved by the senate and house 
of Representatives of the United States 
of America In congress assembled, 

t That the people of the island of 
Cuba are and of right ought to be free 
and Independent, and that the govern- 
ment of the United States hereby rec- 
ognises the republic of Cuba aa the true 
and lawful government of that Island. 

2. That It Is the duty of the United 
States to demand, and the government 
of the United States does hereby de- 
mand, that the government of Spain at 
once relinquish Us authority and gov- 
ernment In the Island of Cuba and 
withdraw Us land and naval forces 
from Cuba and Cuban water*. 

8. That the president of the United 
States te. and hereby Is, directed and 
empowered to use the entire land and 
■aval forces of the United States, and 
to call Into service of the United States 
militia of the several states to sue* ex- 
tent as may be necessary to carry these 
resolutions Into effect. 

4. That the United States hereby dis- 
claim any deposition or Intention to 
exercise sovereignty, Jurisdiction or 
control over said Island, except for the 
pacification thereof; and aaserts Its de- 
termination when that is accomplished 
to leave the government and control of 
the island to lta people. 

The difficult task of adjusting the 
differences between the two houses of 
congress on the Cuban resolutions haa 
begun. The rock upon which the two 
houses spilt Is the recognition of the" 
Independence of the existing republic 
which waa incorporated in the senate 
resolutions. 

Were that clause of the senate reao- 
lutlons eliminated nothing could have 
prevented immediate concurrence by 
the house, aa the great majority of the 
Republicans of the lower branch of 
congress are eager for a conclusion. 

But the action of the senate declar- 
ing for the recognition of Cuba'a in- 
dependence against the direct and ape- 
olfle recommendation of the president 
haa given the conservatives a rallying 
cry from the standpoint of party loy- 
alty. 

One of the moat prominent Repub- 
lican leaders on the floor of the house 
denominated that portion of the senate 
reaolutlons a direct "aaaault" upon, th* 
president which no loyal Republican 
could indorse. 

Upon this theory Speaker Reed and 
his lleutenanta proceeded In their cam- 
paign against concurrence In the sen- 
ate resolutions. 

Sunday night he was confldent the 
Republicans of the house could be mar- 
shaled against yielding to the senate 
on the main laaue.

Nor It is likely that the United States 
will engags extensively In the business of 
destroying Hpsnish oommorce unless the 
Spanish navy first sets the pace by oaptur- 
Ing American merchant vessels. At tho 
present time it Is not the intention of the 
United States to engage in a desperate 
war of destruction against Spain. We seek 
more the Independence of Cuba thau the 
conquest of the Spanish people. Unless 
goaded to It the United States will not 
carry on the war with all the terrible en- 
ergy of which It la capable. But If the oo- 
Gallon arises there sre plenty of Spanish 
merchantmen upon which to seek repris- 
als. It Is a mistake to assume tbet Spain 
has only a small commerce upon the high 
seas.

This hss been the history of 
Spain In every colony she ever had In any 
part of the world. 

Spain loses her colonies because sho Is 
not fit to rule them.
